The fact that a disputed postcffice case 
Stands at the head of the executive calen- 
dar and that there has been no quorum 
present at the last two sessions has been 
means of blocking all executive business. 

During the recess of congress the presi- 
dent appointed Alfred D. Tinsley to be 
postMaster at Sioux Falls, S. D., which is 
the home of Senator Pettigrew. This nomi- 
nation was offensive to Mr. Pettigrew and 
Senatorial courtesy requires that the 
nominee for the home town of a senator 
Shail be satisfactory to the senator, Mr. 
Pettigrew had little trouble in getting a 
unanimous report from the committee re- 
jecting Mr. Tinsley. Mr. Kyle, Mr. Petti- 
grew’s colleague, has, however, champion- 
ed the nomination of Mr. Tinsley. The 
nomination came to the senate on the 
oth of last December and has been pend- 
ing since. Yesterday this case reached the 
head of the calendar and Mr. Pettigrew 
demanded action. The point of no quo- 
rum was made and nothing could be done. 
| Today there was likewise no quorum, and 
as Mr. Pettigrew insisted that this case 
should be first disposed of, no business 
could be transacted save the making of 
reports. 

There are more than 100 nominations 
pending in the senate and the hour of dis- 
solution is fast approaching. It was agreed 
today that the senate should go into ex- 
ecutive session tomorrow about noon, 
when there would be a quorum present, 
and clean up the calendar as much as 
possible. This programme will probably 
be carried out. 

in addition to reporting George M., Han- 
Sen, hominated to be collector of the 
Passamaquoddy district, Maine, without 
,»recommendation, the committee on com- 
merce this afternoon made an adverse 
sreport on the nomination of Henry P. 
Kitfleld, nominated to be collector of cus- 
toms for the district of Gloucester, Mass. 
The objection made to Mr. Kitfield was 
that he was not a resident of the city 
of Gioucester, although he did reside in 
the district. This appointment has for 
time immemorial gone to a citizen of 
Gioucester, an&é Tepublicans and democrats 
alike joined in the protest against the 
confirmation of the nominee.

Steady Withdrawals of Gold from the 
Treasury. : 
Washington, February 28.—Since Febru- | 
ary 12th the date the first gold was paid 
in by the Belmont-Morgan syndicate on 
account of the recent sale to them of $62,400,- 
000 government bonds, $2,026,617 in gold has 
been withdrawn from the treasury in the 
redemption of United States notes and 
treasury notes. These withdrawals have 
been made very quietly and have not at- 
tracted attention. The daily withdrawals, 
which it was hoped would cease on the 
gold reserve being strengthened, have con- 
tinued so regularly as not to escape the 
notice of treasury Officials, who have 
charge of such matters. Today the redemp- 
tions on account of withdrawals aggregated 
$75,251, and since February 12th they haze 
aggregated $120,000 a day. So far $36,814,342 
in gold paid in by the Belmont-Morgan 
syndicate has been taken up in the treas- | 
ury gold reserve, which today stands at | 
$83,948,762, or an increase since eames

Washington, February 2.—The sundry 
civil appropriation bill was passed by the 
senate today, its*®6hsideration having oc- 
cupled the larger share of four legislative 
days. AT of the amendments that were 
adopted in commigtee of the whole were 
concurred in after the bill was reported 
back to the senate, almost all of them in 
a bulk. 

There was an effort made by Mr. Vest 
to have the amendment for the purchase 
of the Blaine property, on LaFayette place, 
Washington, modified sO as to require “a 
fee simple title’ to pass, instead of Mrs. 
Blaine’s “right, title and interest’* to the 
property; but that motion .was def@ated— 
yeas 26, nays 37-and the’ eriginal amend- 
ment was agreed to, moe ee” 

The $5,250,000 amendment for the payment 
of sugar bounties did not even have the 
distinction Of.a separate vote, but was 
covered up im the general vote for all the 
amendments. So, too, with the amendment 
pfoviding a retiring list for officers of the 
revenue cutter service. 

An effort was made by Mr. Stewart to 
have Mr. Wolcott’s amendment for the 
appointment of delegates to an interna-~ 
tional * monetary conference, amendeéd . so 
a to prohibit: the delegates from agreeing 
to any higher ratio between gold and ‘sil- 
ver than 1690 1; but he was not able to 
muster more than eleven votes on his side; 
and.a motion to reconsider the vote agree- 
ingéto the Wolcott amendment was also 
defeated—yeas "9, nays 52. So the provision 
for the appointment of’ nifie delegateg re- 
mains in the bill, The bill now goes to 
a conference, where it will probably be 
subjected’ to considerable pruning. The 
conferees on the part of the senate are 
Senators Cockrell, démocrat,: ‘Missouri; 
Gorman, democrat, of Maryland, and Alli- 
son, republican, of Ipwa. 

The amendment offered last evening by 
Mr. Bate, appropriating. $125,000 to aid the 
exposition at Nashville, Tenn., in commem- 
oration of the hundregth year of spnnes: 


advocated it, and gave as precedents for 
it he appropriations in aid of the Chicago 
and Atlanta expositions. It remains in the 
bill. 

An amendment instructing the commis- 
sioner of fisheries to make special investi- 
gation as to the extermination of migra- 
tory fishes in Indian river, Florida, was 
offered by Mr. Quay, republican, of Penn- 
sylvania, and agreed to. 

The naval appropriation bill and general 
deficiency bill were reported from the ap- 
propriations committee, both with amend- 
ments and placed on the calendar. 

Mr. Gallinger presented the memorial 
of the Daughters of the Revolution to have 
posted in a conspicuous place in every post- 
office in the United States, a copy of the 
declaration of independence as an educa- 
tional means. He gave the proposition his 
unqualified approval, and had it referred 
to the postoffice committee. 

A resolution was offered vy Mr. Hawley, 
republican, of Connecticut, and agreed to, 
requesting the president to vall the atten- 
tion of the government of Nicaragua to 
the proper adjustment and settlement of 
claims of private citizens of the United 
States against that republic.

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DAY IN THE HOUSE. 
Report of Disagreement on the Ha- 
waiinn Cable. 

Washington, February 28.—Although this 
day had been set apert, by unanimous con- 
sent to the house, for the consideration and 
disposition of measures relating to affairs 
of the District of Columbia, it was a quar- 
ter afer 4 o’clock before Mr. Heard, chair- 
man of the cofmittee, succeeded in getting 
the first bill before the house, Before that 
hour there had been several matters under 
consideration, which required roll call for 
their disposition, thus occupying much time. 
The first of these was the report of the con- 
ferees on the diplomatic and consular appro- 
priation bill that they were still unable 
to agree upon the item inserted by the sen- 
ate, authorizing the construction of a cable 
to Hawaii and appropriating $500,000 to begin 
the work, By a vote of 150 to 115 the house 
voted to still insist upon its disagreement 
to that amendment and the same conferees 
were appointed for a further conference. 

The republicans and populists voted to 
concur, the democrats generally against. 
The following democrats, however, united 
with the advocates of the cable: Messrs. 
Bartlett of New York, Biack of Georgia, 
Campbell of New York, Cannon of Calitor- 
nia, Cockrell of Texas, Coffeen of Wy- 
oming, English of California, Geary of 
California, Harris of Kansas, Ilkirt of Ohio, 
Maguire of California, Ryan of New York, 
Stevens of Massachusetés and Whiting of 
Michigan. 

The mesSage of the president vetoing the 
bill to repeal the special pension act in favor 
of Hiram. R. Rhoea and authorizing the 
secretary of the interior to place him on the 
roll, under the provisions of the general 
law requiring a yea and nay vote. to dispose 
of it, Mr, Martin, democrat, of Indiana, 
moved to pass the bill, objections of the 
president to the contrary notwithstanding, 
but the house refused—Yeas, 97; nays, 154. 

Still another roll call was had on the ques- 
tion of disposing of the contested election 
case of Willis vs. Settle, from the fifth dis- 
trict of North Carolina, Mr, Brown, démo- 
crat, of Indiana, chairman of the elections 
committee, asked the house to determine 
whether or not it would consider the matter 
and the house determined—yeas, 103; nays, 
145—that it would not consider the election 
case. 

Mr, Lawson, democrat, of Georgia, pre- 
sented the report of the committee on elec- 
tions in the case of Goode vs. Epes, from the 
fourth district of Virginia, in favor of 
Epes, the sitting member. Leave was grant- 
ed the minority to file their views. 

The senate joint resolution was passed 
authorizing Second Lieutenant F. B. Rock- 
ingbough, of the Tenth cavalry, to accpet 
the position of commandant of cadets at the 
Virginia military institute at Lexington. 

Mr, Hepburn, republican, of lowa, said the 
measure proposed an entirely new departure 
in the policy of detailing military ofticers 
to act as instructors in educational institu- 
tions, and would result in the United States 
supplying a president of the institution with- 
out expense to the state @f Virginia. 

Senate amendments to the bill making 
it unlawful for any unauthorized person to 
wear the insignia of the Red Cross, were 
agreed to, and it now goes to the president 
for his approval. 

The bill to protect forest reservations, 
which the senate amended by the substitu- 
tion of an entirely new proposition, was re- 
ferred to the committee on public lands, 
which is equivalent to a defeat. 

Senate bills were_passed fegulating the 
ascertainment of the net tonnage of vesseis, 
so as to include the deductions made in 
British vessels, and put American vesseis 
on the same basis as they are.

Every 
seat in the balcony and gallery was occu- 
pied, and many had to stand, Many were 
seated on the stage, The audience num- 
bered fully twelve hundred and the speaker 
Was uninterruptecly listened to for one 
hour and three-quarters, He discussed the 
liational questions of the day.

His Fondness for Democrats.

ne would do so, and he beteved that whey 
would yet be fricnds and would work as 
heartily together as thev have wuorkcd 
apart. “Let the tongue vf partisat: ran- 
cor be silent tonight anid let you and ne 
as men who love our homes, who leve right 
and law and liberty, speak a word fur ine 
south and unite our neurts together. States- 
men have said, ‘show me your statute 
books and I will tell you the condition of 
the people.’ Good laws bring happiness 
That is cause 
Things are not so simply by 
accident. They are designed, Things do 
not just happen so. The angel of marole 
is chiseled out of the rough stone from 
the mine by the scuiptor, Your splerJid 
temples reared on every hand through the 
influence of religion check The hands of 
lawlessness and strengthen those of the 
law. 

‘They have an absolute monarchyin Rus- 
sia. It did not just happen so. It was de- 
signed, The empire of Germany did nor 
Just happen so. It was designed, The re- 
tuklic of France did not just happen go. It 
tas the result of hard work cf brave mer 
who shed their blood, In your country did 
you ever stop to think why this govern- 
ment was founded just as it was? Té was 
ccne to cut away from the aristocracy of 
the old country, and it did not just so hap- 
ren, but it was designed, The brave men 
and women of America said that life was 
rot worth living without liberty and equal- 
ity before the law, Carry out that pria- 
ciple and you have a democratic republic— 
@ populist republic, which means a govern- 
ment for the people, and not a government 
for the benefit of a few. 

“I say tonight, as I have ever said in 
convention, on the stump in the country 
and in the cities that a better democrat 
than I am does not breathe the breath of 
lite. I want democracy, but I don't want 
four years more for Grover. 

The Two Old Schools. 

“To have a democratic republic for the 
benefit of all you must have laws, but now 
even the democrats don’t love 
the model from Buzzard’s Bay. 
Jefferson was a democrat, and 
he was opposed by Alexander Hamil- 
ton in his election. Jefferson was opposed 
to national banks and heavy issue of bonds 
because he considered them an injustice to 
the people. Hamilton favored taint pilat- 
form which benefited the few, and he was 
defeated. His three cardinal doctrines, 
which he designed, were: 

“First, perpetual public debt-a bonded 
debt. 

“Second, national banks, 

“Third, high tariff. The last of the evils 
was the high tariff. 

“Thomas Jefferson said that the trouble 
with national banks was that they antayon- 
ized the spirit of democracy; that they were 
a benefit to a few, to the suffering of all. 
Jefferson said to allow any lot of men, a 
city or corporation to usurp governmental 
power, to exercise the right of sovercignty, 
makes the classes nore powerful than the 
government itself. The bond system, Jef- 
ferson opposed, and Hiumilton advocated. 
Jefferson favored the people paying taxes 
acccrding to their ability. The strong man 
should carry the burden of taxation as well 
as the weak. With the bonded system, we 
relieve from taxation a special class allow 
them to be fed and become richer on the 
taxes of their fellow citizens by the interest 
they receive on the bonds, which are a 
mortgage on every man’s house.” 

Leaves from History. 

Mr. Watson said that he wanted to take 
one or two pages from our national his- 
tory. In 1842 Charles Dickens visited Bos- 
ton and wrote a ietter to a friend in Lon- 
don that every laborer nere had a blazing 
fire, and ate meat every day in the year, 
and there were no beggars on the streets. 
That is the evidence of Dickens before the 
calamity howler was invented; before the 
agitator had touched the cord of discon- 
tent, and tna’ testimony is an imperish- 
able record of prosperity of the past, which 
is no more. “Look to your lawbooks and 
sec what laws you had, and there jou can 
tell the condition of the people. In 1542 ra. 
tional banks were a corpse their life chok- 
ed out by Andrew Jackson. In 1842 you 
Scarcely had a bank, as they were against 
the democratic interests. The democratic 
leaders then practiced the doctrines they 
preached. The tariff had been reduced by 
the compromise of Clay tn 1833, and later 
by the whigs and still later by the Walker 
tariff of 1846, which was for revenue only. 
These laws, when we were without national 
banks, did not operate against the people 
like the existing laws, which protect the 
Standard oil and sugar trusts. In 1868 we 
had goog times, enterprises, industries and 
a glorious time of prosperity. The national

| HAYWARD’S DEFENSE IS THROUGH, 


Testimony at the Murder Trial in 
Minneapolis. 

Minneapolis, Minn., February 28.—The de 
fense in the Hayward case rested at 11:10 
o'clock this morning,* and after a half 
hour’s recess the state began on rebuttal. 
At the opening Mr. Erwin arose and of- 
fered in evidence a copy of The Tribune, of 
December 7th, to show that there was noth- 
ing in the daily press of that date to show 
that Blixt was being pressed by the au- 
thorities, Therefore, he contended that 
Adry could not have had the conversation 
in the jail with Harry that day relative 
to Blixt. 

“I object,”’ said Mr. Hall. “There its no 
foundation laid. Adry did not mention this 
paper. He said ‘newspaper.’ ”’ 

The court sustained the objection. 

“All right; then I will secure The Penny 
Press, Journal and Times of this date and 
bring them here,’’ said Mr. Erwin. 

James Ward, an employe of the Twin 
City Furniture Company, was called. The 
state attempted to show that M. D. Wilson 
had said “they could not do anything to 
Harry; that it was not him.” He had an 
impression that Wilson said Adry was in 
the carriage with Miss Ging. This was 
stricken out. 

George Grinndall was recalled and swore 
positively that the street lamp was lighted 
the night he swore it was. 

Paul Boen, the messenger boy, was called. 
In December last he worked at the West 
hotel and Knew Miss Ging by sight. 

“Did you, on the 3d of December, deliver 
her a note from the West hotel?’’ 

“Yes, sir. It was from a man strange 
to me. It was between 9 and 10 o’clock in, 
the morning. The man was heavy set and 
had a black mustache,” 

“Have you seen him since?” 

“No, sir.” 

Mr. Nye—He has no whiskers at all? 

“No, sir.”’ 

“He was not gray?’ 

“NG. sa. 

“Was he short and broad shouldered?” 

“Yes, sir. had a very full face and wore 
a black hat with a Prince Albert coat. He 
had no overcoat.’’ 

‘“‘Was not that a sack coat, square cut?’ 

“No, it was a Prince Albert.’’ 

“What did he say to you?” 

“He asked me if I wanted to earn a few 
cents. 1 said ‘Yes.’ He told me to take a 
note to the syndicate block. I started on 
the run. Then I came back and asked the 
number of his room, He gaid he was not 
stopping at the hotel, and paid me 15 cents 
then,”’ 

“This was publicly done?” 

“Yes, sir. The man had a rough voice.’’ 

Miss Ireland, the niece, was recalled and 
stated that she remembered that she saw 
Miss Ging tear up a note that day. She 
did not seem angry. 

Mr. Nye—Harry was there that day? 

“Yes, sir, about 12 o'clock. She tore up 
the note before he came—about 11:30 
o’clock.”’ 

Cc. A. Warren, a guard at the jail, testi- 
fied that he had asked Blixt how he avoid. 
ed getting blood on his feet, and that the 
latter had said his feet hung out of the 
buggy. 

Blixt was put on the stand and denied 
making any sucn statement, 

Oliver G, Torrence, a society man of this 
city. who went to the scene of the murder 


upon the fatel-night, testified that he wore . 


a narrow-toed shoe, No. 8 in size, and 
walked on both sides of the body. 

M. J. Griffin, a paper hanger, testified 
that he was in the Hayward offices, in the 
Oneida block, November 30th at 10:30 o’clock 
a. m. Both Adry and Harry were there, 
but W. W. Hayward was not. This is the 
day when Adry testified that Harry made 
propositions to him to kill Miss Ging. 
Harry testified that his father was in the 
office all day, therefore, there could be no 
chance for such a conversation, 

Attorney R, R. Odell, Blixt’s attorney, 
was called to the stand to impeach the tes- 
timony of Miss Wachter, who stated that 
Blixt had said in their presence that ‘“‘Adry 
and I pianned the job.’”’ Mr. Odell denied 
this statement in toto. He was especially 
vigorous in giving her the lie at every 
point. He swore that Blixt never men- 
tioned Adry’s name in his hearing. 

At the opening of the afternoon session 
A. H. Hall, assistant county attorney, 
asked for an adjournment because County 
Attorney Nye was confined to his home by 
iliness. ; 

The court refused, giving as a reason 
that the grand jury had to get home some 
time. 

Mrs, Josephine W. Hale testified that on 
the night of the murder, while waiting for 
a street car, a man passed her and her 
daughter walking rapidly and a few mo- 
ments after Hayward and Miss Bartleson 
joined them and accompanied them to the 
theater, This man, she thouglit, was Hay- 
ward and the object of the prosecution 
was to show that Hayward, who testified 
to taking a walk on the night of the mur. 
der before calling upon Miss Bartleson, 
did not proceed in the leisurely maaner in 
which he said he did, but hurried in order 
to arrive at the residence of Miss Bartle- 
son in time to accompany her to the thea- 
ter. The state, by this testimony, will try 
to show that Hayward had time to meet 
Blixt, as the latter says, and then grrive 
at the Bartleson residetice in time for the 
theater. 

John A. Olsen said that Miss Wachter, 
who took Blixt’s statement at the jail, had 
told him that if he knew anything about 
the case he could get $1,000 for his testi- 


| mony, and be also said that Miss Wachter 


had asked him what punishment was im- 
posed upon perjurers. Olsen undertook to 
convey the impression that Miss Wachter 
had entered into negotiation with the de- 
fense. At the close of his testimony court 
adjourned. 


TWENTY-FIVE ARE DEAD. 


Latest Report from the Mine Explo- 
sion in New Mexico. 
Albuquerque N.M., February 28.—Advices 
up to noon of the mine explosion at Cerril- 
los place the number of dead positively 
at twenty-five.

IN CASTLE MORRO. 


Cuban Insarrectionists Thrown In Prison 
to Await Court Martial. 


REVOLUTIONISTS ARE VERY ACTIVE. 


The Authorities Areina Fair Way 
to Quell All Disorder. 


WILL MAKE AN EXAMPLE OF SOME 


Sympathizers at Key Westand All Through 
Florida Are Subscribing Monsy 
for tbe Insurgents. 


Tampa, Fla., February 28.—(Sp2cial.)— 
The steamer Mascot, of the Plant system, 
arrived late tonight with late papers from 
Havana, which show that the insurgents 
are actively at work in the interior, La 
Lucha and other papers report small en- 
gagements near Matanzas, with @light 
losses. One band of insufgents near Ybar- 
ra is being pursued by a Spanish regiment 
just sent from Havana, as the authorities 
wish to make examples of them. 

Advices. from the eastern side of the is- 
land show that the uprising is not suppress- 
ed. Several hundred insurgents are under 
arms, and they defy the Spaniards arrayed 
against them, who show no disposition to 
force a battle, At Havana the following 
persons have been thrown into dungeors in 
Castle Moro: Eduardo Laborde, Martin, 
Aristigui, Aberlado, Rodiquez, Julius San- 
guelly and J. M. Aguierre, Laborde is a 
brother of the Pullman car conductor who, 
it is alleged, was poisoned in a New York 
restaurant on Monday. Another is a broth- 
er of one of the students killed in 1871. 
Sanguilly was at a ball and was taken in 
his dress suit, He and Auguierre are nat- 
uralized American citizens, but are sus- 
pected of Cuban sympathies, A court mar- 
tial has been ordered to try them. Both 
have applied to Consul General Williams 
for protection. 

Key West advices say that the Spanish 
gunboat, Infanta Isabel, has just arrived 
there, probably to watch for filibusters, It 
is rumored that the governor general has 
declared Mantanzas and Santiago de Cuba 
in a state of war andtroops have been push- 
ed hurriedly forward, Cuban leaders claim 
that they have inside information that 
General Lachambre with 2,000 men has been 
defeated by insurgents. Cubans here are 
wild over the news and are subscribing lib- 
erally to aid the cause. 


CABLE NEWS SUPPRESSED. 


The Government Carefally Guards 
What Is Telegraphed. 


Jacksonville, Fla., February 2.—A _ spe- 
cial to The Times-Union from Port Tampa, 
Fla., says that the steam Mascotte 
arrivéad théfe today froth Havana brifzing 
Cuban advices up to yesterday. The press 
reports of an insurrectionary movement on 
the island are confirmed. The daily pa- 
pers of Havana are devoting small space 
to the uprising amd seem to consider it of 
no importance, but these papers are for 
the most part under government control. 
From these papers it appears that there 
have been uprisings in the provinces of 
Matanzas and Santiago de Cuba and that 
conflicts have occurred between the gov- 
ernment forces and bands of insurgents, 
in which one or two men have been killed 
and several wounded, The insurgents 
seem to move about in small bands com- 
posed of fifty to one hundred men, and in 
no case has a collision occurred which 
could be called a battle. 

E! Pois, government organ, confirms the 
report that General Marti and Maximo 
Gomez, revolutionary leaders, are in Cuba. 
The paper says they are near Matanzas, 
but are taking no active part in the upris- 
ing. 

Passengers on the Mascotte report ev- 
erything quiet in Havana, and say that 
the people there seem to take no interest 
in the uprising. The government authori- 
ties have suppressed the radical papers 
La Verdad and La Iqualdad. 

The six representatives of the home rule 
party who were sent to the cortes in Mad- 
rid have telegraphed friends in Havana 
that they are coming home. They say the 
Spaniards laugh at them when they sug- 
gest reform in Cuba, and that they are 
convinced that home rule can only be se- 
cured by arms. 

The government authorities in Havana 
ridicule the idea of anything approaching 
an organized movement, They say that 
the uprisings reported in the interior are 
of no consequence and that everything will 
goon be quiet, 

Prediction of a Revolutionist. 

Fernandino Figueredo, of Port Tampa, 
who was a colonel in the last Cuban revo- 
lution, said tonight that the reports of the 
movement for free Cuba sent out from 
Havana and appearing in the press dis- 
patches this morning are highly interest- 
ing. “They have absolute control of the 
cable,” he added, “and nothing at all ob- 
jectionable to them can go out over the 
wires. They sneer at what they call the 
insignificance of this uprising, but they 
fear it just the same. Of course, the num- 
per of revolutionary troops so far engaged 
ig small, but this is only a beginning. 

“Within thirty days, the revolutionists 
will have twenty thousand men in the field, 
scattered over all parts of the island, and, 
with millions of money behind them and 
constant additions of men from the states 
and South America, they will be invinct- 
ble. You ask if this uprising is a part of 
the general plan for the freedom of Cuba 
or only an accidental outbreak, unauthor- 
ized and ill-timed. I answer, unhesitating- 
ly, that it is a part of the general plan. 
There were four distinct and separate out- 
breaks on Sunday and Monday. By the end 
of March, there will have been over a 
hundred of them. These little engagements 
will be followed by pitched battles. Cuba 
is prepared to spill her blood for her free- 
dom.”’ 

Ravino Gutierrez, the Spanish vice consul 
here, says that he has had no official ad- 
vice from Havana or Madrid since this 
alleged revolution began. He laughed when 
questioned as to the seriousness of the 
affair. “They make no more account of it 
in Cuba,” he said, “than we would in 
Florida over a strike of a hundred laborers. 
It means nothing. Why, I have letters 


from people in Havana, written last Sun-’ 


day, in which they speax of balls and par- 
ties and dinners, but make no mention of 
a revolution. Talk of free Cuba! I tell you, 
the Cubans are the freest people in America 
today. It is only a few who want freedom 
by the sword.” 

Troops Sent to Cuba. 

Madrid, February 28.—The cortes devoted 
several hours today to a discussion of Cu- 
ban affairs. The ministers expressed en- 
tire approval of the action of the Cuban 
officials. The leaders of all sections of the 
opposition including even the West Indian 
autonomists, offered their full support of 
all efforts to quell the outbreak, Six thou- 
sand troops are held in readiness to em-

bark for Havana, All the available troops 


in Porto Rico also are ready to start for 
Cuba in case of need. 

The government has decided upon a mil- 
itary occupation of the disturbed districts 
of Cuba. Orders have been issued to the 
royal navy and Trans-Atlantic company 
to hasten preparations to transport 6,100 
troops from Spain and a battalion from 
Porto Rico to Cuba. 

The Insurgents Committee. 

Havana, February 28,—The committee sent 
to Santiago City by the Baire insurgents 
arrived there last night, They did not see 
Governor Caprilos, but they had a long 
conference with General Lachambre, come= 
mander of the troops ordered out to sup 
press the revolt. They defined the attitude 
of the insurgents to the authorities and @xX- — 
plained to him the reforms that they de- 
sired, The committee is now returning to 
Baire, accompanied by a delegation from 
the autonomist party in Santiago. 

Regular troops overtook the Guanatanamo 
insurgents last evening and opened fire 
upon them. The insurgents stood their 
ground after they saw further flight would 
be useless, The result of the fight is mot 
known here. 

Marcos Garcia, formerly a revolutionary 
leader, but now the mayor of Sancti Spir-— 
itus, has issued a proclamation strongly 
condemning the insurgent leaders and ex-— 
horting all Cuban patriots, whatever their 
party affiliations may be, to discourage the 
present revolt, which, he says, cannot suc- 
ceed and will result only in harm to the 
island. 

The insurgent band, led by Marrero, near | 
Jaguey-Grande, in the province of Matan-— 
zas, has been dispersea oy regular troops. 
A few of its members have been arrested — 
and others have been driven to seek refuge 
far from the town, There is as little sym- 
pathy with the insurgents in Matanzas as 
in Havana and Santiago. 

The revolt is condemned generally as 
hopeless and injurious to all the best inter- 
ests of the island. The warship, Infanta 
Isabel, sailed last evening for Santiago. 
The Francisco and Urbano Sanchez, which 
left Santiago on account of the insurrection, 
arrived here last night and sailed for Mex- 
ico 

Dr, Pedro Betancourt, who was active in 
the insurrection at Ybarra, tried to sail for 
Spain today, but was prevented by the 
authorities.

AGAINST THE CENTRAL. 


Judge Speer Decides That It Must Pay 
Taxes. 

Savannah, Ga., February 28,—(Special.)— 
Judge Speer today signed a decree in the 
case of the intervention of Comptroller 
General Wright against the Central rail- 
road, requiring the Central railroad to pay 
taxes in all the counties and cities through 
which it runs between Savannah and Ma- 
con, under the acts of 1889 and 1890, 

Judge Speer has certilied to the assign- 
ment of error and the case will go before 
the supreme court of the United States, for 
which citation has been issued for Comp. 
troller Wright to appear before that court 
on October 14, 1895, to show cause why the 
order and decree should not be changed. 
The Central claims that such an assess- 
ment of taxes would be a violation of the 
contract between it and the state contract- 
ed in its charter, and that the legislature, 
under the United States constitution, is 
prohibited from passing laws which im- 
pair contracts.

VIRGINIA IS NO PLAGE FOR HIS KIND

Stafford Court House, Va., February 28.— 
It was 4 o'clock when the prosecuting at- 
torney ciosed his two hours’ argument in 
Winding up the Aquia creek train robbery 
case, and ten minutes later the jury re- 
turned with the verdict. 

“Gentlemen of the jury, look upon the 
prisoner,”’ said Clerk Bryan, ‘‘Have you 
agreed upon your verdict?’ 

“We have,” replicd Foreman Jones, in a 
firm voice. 

“Is he guilty or not guilty?” 

“Guilty,” said the foreman, and the ver- 
dict was hanced up. It is as follows: 

“We, the jury of the indicted prisoner, 
Charlies Morgan alias Charies Augustus 
Morganfield, find him guilty, as charged in 
the indictment, and fix his term of contfine- 
ment in the penitentfary at eighteen years.” 

The judge then asked Morgan if he had 
anything to say why sentence should not 
be pronounced. Haif raising himself, Mor- 
Gan saic: 

“I was not ready for trial, and had no 
idea 1 would be tried at this term of court. 
I was was not physically nor mentally in 
condition to be tried, and did not want to be 
tried in this condition.” 

“The court sees no reason in that for not 
passing sentence” said Judge Ashton.

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THAT BIG ROBBERY IN TEXAS. 


Full Details of the Robbery of the 
Express Train Near Dallas, 

Dallas, Tex., February 28.—The boldest 
train robbery ever committed in Texas 
took place on the edge of this city at 7 
o'clock last evening, meager details of 
which were in the dispatches of this morn. 
ing. Fifteen thoroughly armed men held 
up the Austin and Texas Central express 
at t#: Missouri, Kansas and Texas cross- 
ing. The engineer and fireman were made 
to leave the engine, then the rovbers cut 
loose the express and baggage cars, placed 
the men on the engine, pulied the throttle 
Wide open and ran northward, leaving the 
body of the train on the track. 

Just before starting away with the ex- 
press car the robbers compelled Engineer 
Tom Averett to get into the cab. He was 
then made to run out to a point near 
White Rock creek bottoms, about five 
miles north of the Dallas union depot. 
They stopped and compelled the express 
messenger to open the express car and ad- 
mit them. 

The messenger, confronted with six. 
shooters. opened the safe and the robbers 
plundered it. They took up a large num- 
ber of packages. After they had finished 
With the express car they shot out the 
headlight and other illuminations, leaving 
the engine and express car in total dark- 
ness, except the light furnished from the 
fire box, 

They told the engineer to back up to his 
train as soon as he pleased. The robbers 
then scattered to the timber of White 
Rock creek bottoms, where it is presumed 
they had comrades and horses. in waiting. 

Railroad and express officials and em- 
ployes declare that the robbers found no 
money, but the belief is general that a 
large sum was secured, In running back 
to the balance of his train Engineer Aver. 
ett had no signals to guide him and ran 
into the cars on reaching them, smashing 
several sets of bumpers. : ;

RICHARD 0. GORMAN DEAD. 


Grip Takes Off the Eminent Irish 
Orateor and Leader. 

New York, February 28.—Richard O’Gor- 
man the eminent, Lrish nationalist scholar 
and orator, died this evening at his home 
in this city in the seventy-sixth year of his 
aze. Two years ago he had a severe at- 
tack of the grip from which he never real- 
ly recovered, althougt able to be about. 
For the past month he had been confined 
to his room and yesterday he grew worse 
and died at 10 o’clock. 

Judge O’Gorman was born in Dublin in 
1821 and wes graduated from Trinity col- 
lege. His connection with the young Ire- 
land party is a matter of history. In 1848 
he was indicted for high treason and es- 
caped to this country. 

Settling in New York, he engaged in the 
practice of law, and he served two terms 
as corporation counsel. In 1883, he was 
elected judge of the superior court. He 
retired at the end of 1890, having reached 
the age of seventy years.

A WIFE-BEATER KILLED, 


After He Shot the Officer Who Went 
to Arrest Him. 

Cincinnati, O., February 28.—Court Officer 
Dick Morris was faimly wounded yesterday 
afternoon while serving a warrant on Louis 
Stolzenberger, a blacksmith, who lived at 
492 Central avenue with his family, and 
Patrolman Fred Shaeffer instantly killed 
Stolzenberger, who shot Morris, The black- 
smith’s wife came to the station and swore 
to a warrant charging him with beating her, 
Officer Morris was sent out to serve the 
warrant. In half an hour a hurry call 
came to the central station. Officers found 
Stolzenberger dead on the street, while Mor- 
ris lay wounded in the house.

KICK ON THE PAVING, 


Residents on Pryor Street Declare 
That the Bricks Are Bad. 

The street committee of the city council 
held a meeting yesterday afternoon in the 
mayor’s office and passed upon a number 
of routine matters, after which the commit- 
tee. adjourned to the council chamber to 
hear the complaint of a number of citizens 
residing on Pryor street about the paving 
done on that street recently. 

About twenty-five citizens were present 
and several very warm speeches were 
made, the Pryor street citizens declaring 
that they would not pay for the paving 
work unless it was done in a first-class 
manner and in accordance with the con- 
tract, which they declared was not the 
case. 

The public hearing lasted from 4 o’clock 
until after 6 o'clock, the committee listen- 
ing to all the parties interested, and there 
were many of them. 

In addition to the delegation of <itizens, 
the Atlanta Consolidated Street Railroad 
Company was represented in the person of 
Mr. Ernest Woodruff, vice president of 
that company; the contractors on the work 
were represented by Mr. Hinkle and Hor: 
W, C, Glenn, their attorney; the city en- 
gineer, the city attorney and others. 

Mr. Day, chairman of the committee, 
stated that many complaints had come to 
him that the paving on Pryor street was 
inferior and not according to the contract 
agreement, it being said that the vitrified 
brick with which the street was teing 
paved was breaking up in places and other- 
wise proving to be inferior. Mr. Day caid 
that in view of the great importance of 
he matter he had deemed it advisaole to 
all a public meeting to consider the cues- 
tion, and that the street committee was 
ready to listen to the remarks of any gen- 
tlemen present who desired to talk. 

There was a short silence, when Mr. P. 
J. Moran arose and said that if nobody 
else cared to start the discussion, he, as a 
property owner on Pryor street, would, 

“We had a good pavement of belgian 
blocks before we were forced into this vit- 
rified brick business,’’ said Mr. Moran, 
“and it was better than the brick pavement 
is being made. This new pavement was 
put down against the wishes of the prop- 
erty owners on that street, and at a heavy 
expense to them. The class of work is very 
inferior from Garnett street out as far 
as the street has been paved. Beyond Gar- 
nett street almost every brick is out of 
place and some of them are standing on 
their ends and men are now pulling out bad 
ones and putting in others, notwithstand- 
ing that the paving has just been done. 
The work is inferior and it is an outrage 
to make us pay for it unless the street is 
made as good ali the way out as it is for 
the first two blocks.” 

Mr. Thomas F. Corrigan, Mr. Frank 
Myers and Mr. George R. DeSaussure fol- 
lowed. Some of these gentlemen found 
that the trouble with the paving was caused 
by the Atlanta Consolidated Street Railway 
Company using the T rail instead of the 
Johnson rail, as was at first proposed. 
The gentlemen said that the T rail couid 
not be conformed to by the brick and that 
the flangs of the car wheels had the effect 
of prizing the bricks out of position and 
breaking them where the bricks touched 
the rail, which they argued was not the 
case where the Johnson rail was -used, 
it having a flange protector. This point was 
the chief subject of the discussion and it 
was stated that on the first two blocks of 
the paving where the Johnson rail had 
been used the trouble being complained of 
was not experienced, Mr. Woodruff, of 
the Consolidated company, combaited that 
suggestion, claiming that the T rails in 
use on Pryor street were the best in the 
city. Mr. Woodruff thought that the great- 


‘est part of the trouble was caused by the 


street settling, it having been recently 
filled in, and it was his opinion that the 
work of paving began too soon after the 
street Was graded, 

Mr. DeSaussure said that he thought 
that the committee could afford to listen 
to the complaints of the citizens because 
it was a matter of vital importance to the 
city and he wanted the committee to make 
an investigation of the matter before the 
property owners were required to pay tor 
ibe work. 

Colonel Glenn followed Mr. DeSaussure, 
representing the contractors, He said that 
the work was first-class in every respect 
und that it was being done under the su- 
pervision of the city. Colonel Glenn called 
in Mr. Ogietree, one of the city inspectors, 
to substantiate pis statements that the 
work was being done in a ftirst-ciass and 
satisfactory manner. Mr. Ogletree said, 
in his opinion, the work was all right; that 
the troubie was on account of the rail used 
by the street car company, He ‘tavored 
the Johnson rail, and said that on the 
part of the street where it had been used 
that the trouble being complained of did 
not exist, 

The discussion was participated in by all 
the members of the committee and by the 
city engineer and city atturney, and the 
audience in general, the final result of the 
hearing being a decision to make an inves- 
tigation of the Fryor street paving work 
this morning at 11 o’clock. The committee, 
the city attorney, the city engineer, the 
contractors, the street car company, a com- 
mittee of citizens, the committee on elec- 
tric and other railroads, the mayor and 
others so disposed will comprise the party 
of investigation, which will start from the 
council chamber at the hour named. A 
large number of claims for damages on ac. 
count of the paving and grading of the 
street have been filed and the street com- 
mittee compromised several small ones 
yesterday. 

Pryor street was graded and paved from 
Mitchell street to Georgia avenue with 
vitrified brick, the work having only re- 
cently been finished.

WATSON’S FIRST GUN.

banks had just then been established, and 
the cancer was just them in its tickling 
state. The public debt was in the 
biliions; now it is one billion, but it would 
take more today to pay that one billion 
than it would the three billions in 1868—old 
Grover again. In those days people were 
prosperous. ‘There were milis on streams, 
stores on every crossroad. Labor and em- 
ployment, not only employment, Dut pay- 
ment because then money was plentiful 
to conduct business. In 1573, a few years 
afterward, we had a panic—a storm upon 
the commercial sea. Men here tonight lost 
their homes in 1873, and since that time 
have never known what it was to cover 
their heads under their own roof.” 

Things Hoped for but Not tNealized, 

Mr. Watson then said that he spoke of the 
indivtdual losSes because he had been 
through them himself. Take 1893. Look 
how many were mortally wounded (finan- 
cially) in that year. Laborers lost their 
jobs, farmers their lands and merchants 
their business. “i know today that banks 
are taking the merchants along and they 
are hesitating to start a break fearing no 
end to tife collapse. They fear to give the 
word ‘Go’ because,there is no one to give 
the word ‘Stop.’ 1 want to ask you demo- 
crats who believed everything that was 
told to ¥®u by your ieaders—who promised 
to rescue your homes—to let me ask this 
question: ‘What have you been fighting 
for the last thirty years? What did you 
expect to accomplish? For thirty years 
you belMeved in the democratic party. I will 
try and tell you what you have hoped for. 
First, reductfon of taxation. You have 
been ftdéld a great deal—possibly truthfully— 
of the extravagance of the republican par- 
ty. You got the president, cabinet, senate 
and the house very much to your heart as 
it happened to turn out. 

“They have not left you a single peg to 
hang an excuse on, from the heiv of Buz- 
zard’s roost, including Gresham and Lon 
Livingston, that sweet smelling gourdvine 
of Atlanta. You wanted lower taxes, Did 
you get them reduced? Jefferson ran the 
government for less than 75 cents per head 
and up to the time of Monroe it was less 
than $1 a head. Up to the war it was 
little over $1.59. Republicans ran it up with 
their greed to $6 a head, You did not like 
that, Strange to say, it is now $0 a head. 
You said the republicans ought not to have 
done it and looked to democracy for re- 
dress, but it was the same old six and seven 
game, It is higher today than ever, It takes 
more cotton, and more good land than it 
ever took under a single administration of 
a republican party to pay your debts. 

A Center Shot. 

“T am told, for instance, that the taxes 
you Augustans have to pay to the state, 
county and city are about $1,000.000. 1 was 
thinking that was pretty heavy, but esti- 
mating your population from the amount 
of your vote it cannot be very onerous. 
(Laughter,) You wanted federal expendi- 
tures reduced. Salaries were too high. There 
were too many office holders, Congress was 
appropriating too much money for federal 
contracts and was fostering private enter- 
prises. Instead of expenses being reduced 
they have gone higher and higher. This 
present congress has spent one billion and 
it will devote the next Lord’s day to spolia- 
tion. Clerks have been furnished congress- 
men, I am glad to say my distinguished 
friend, Black, voted against that robbery 
for clerk hire, and if every district had 
mn Watson to keep watch, things would go 
along better, So you see I am worth a 
little something to you anyhow, Congress 
has voted. $14,000,000 for new battle ships 
which Carnegie or the Cramps will build and 
our government has no more use for ships 
than a billy goat has for a hymn book. 
You wanted gambling in cotton and grain 
futures stopped vo the actual stock ‘tonid 
bring a legitimate price, according to sup- 
ply and demand. You did not get it. You 
wanted tariff reform. You have a bill before 
this country with no one’s name signed 
to it. No one is willing to say 1 am its 
father. The main feature of it repeals the 
sugar bounty, You wanted more money and 
free silver. You denounced the makeshift 
Sherman law because it barred the use of 
free silver. The Sherman law only issued 
$4,500,000 per month, you wanted 36,000,000 a 
month, but instead you have driven this 
country to a gold standard, Cleveland has 
so construed the law or the word coin, as 
to allow the importers to pay for their 
goods in either gold, silver or greenbacks, 
but has made the werd coin in the same law 
mean gold when the capitalists call at 
the government treasury to redeem siiver or 
greenbacks or pay in liquidation of debts,’ 

Cleveland as a Definer. 

Mr, Watson contended that that was the 
whole trouble of the stringency of the 
money market and poor business every- 
where. He said Cleveland was not alone 
responsible, for the democratic party back- 
ed him. He ridiculed Cleveland’s idea that 
the word coin meant gold when the govern- 
ment had to pay its debts and meant either 
of the other three issues of money when the 
government was to be paid, He asked the 
audience if that was the kind of democracy 
their daddies possessed; if that was the 
democracy they had been shouting about 
while singing ‘‘four years more of Grover.” 
He sakl the people were hurt by the gold 
standard in this way: A man comes to give 
gold for his treasury notes. The law says 
you can make him take silver. Cleveland 
says he can have gold. The government 
says to the fellow who gets gold, ‘“‘as soon 
as I can print a bond I will swap that bond 
for that gold,’’ New York bankers get big 
piles of greenbacks, carry them to. the 
treasury and get gold for them. The gov- 
ernment wants the gold back, issues a non- 
taxable bond which is a mortgage on your 
property; the banker gets the bond and the 
government gets the gold back, As a result 
the national debt has been increased $1€2,- 
400,000. He illustrated the danger by rep- 
resenting gold, silver and greenbacks as 
three horses, bay, black and white. A man 
who owns a black would have to corner 
all blacks to get a monopoly, After he cor- 
nered the blacks and cornered the whites, 
wouldn’t the value of the bays increase 
and any price could be demanded for them, 
So with the single standard of money, With 
three issues, no man sould corner the money 
market as is now done with gold as a standa- 
ard, The democratic congress, Mr. 
Watson said, first struck down silver. He 
showed the bad effects of the English gold 
standard in Ireland, where the people bor- 
rowed money from the government at 4 
per cent per year for fifty yeirs to buy their 
land and homes, and after paying on them 
for many years, were forced to lose their 
homes because they could not afford to pay 
the advanced price for gold to pay back 
to the government. Mr. Watson said there 
was in all about three and a half billions 
of gold in the old world, one billion locked 
up in government vaults, which leaves two 
and a half billions in circulation. The 
Rothschilds own, he said, one billion six 
hundred millions of the two and a half bil- 
lions of gold and they demand payments 
in gold and they compel people to pay what- 
ever price they want to charge for it. He 
said that the interest on the gold bonds will 
exhaust every dollar of gold and then we 


will have to go to the Rothschilds and give | 


them more and more commodities to ge 
woney to pay our debts. nit 
Mr. Watson's Remedy.

CROWDS GO TO HEAR BOTH OF THEM 


Police Keep the People on the Outside 
Moving—A. P. A. Agents Going There. 
Slatterys Are Coming Here. 


Savannah, Ga., February 28.—(Special.)— 
Joseph Slattery, the ex-priest, lectured to- 
night in the Odd Fellows hall. A. large 
crowd assembled outside the hall, but the 
protection Was ample and no disturbance 
occurred, The police kept the crowds mov- 
ing, and whenever a knot of people stopped 
within wa. block of the hall it was ordered 
to ‘“‘move on.” 

Seven hundred people were in the hall and 
listened to the lecture, which was a discus- 
sion of the theology of the Roman Catholic 
church, and an alleged expose of the se- 
crets of the confessional. The lecturer 
dealt largely in ridicule and satire, 

There is no concealing the fact that Slat- 
tery’s appearance in Savannah has created 
a stronger anti-Catholic sentimentamong @ 
certain class that has heretofore existed. It 
cannot, however, be attributed so much to 
Slattery and his talk as to the demonstra- 
tion of Tuesday night, of which he, of 
ecurse, was the cause, That demonstration, 
While was serious and foreboded much 
that is unpleasant, Was not so bad as some 
newspaper reports have made it out to be. 

Chief of Police McDermott and other 
authoritigs denounced today as false the 
statements about fiiere being dynamite in 
the crowd that gathered around he Masonic 
temple, There was no connection between 
that crowd and.the fires that occurred ear- 
ly the next morning, 

A. P. A. Agents on the Way. 

In closing his lecture tonight Slattery 
said the demonstration was a blow to Ca- 
tholicism in Savannah from which it would 
never recover, His hearers, many of them, 
applauded this sentiment, as they did also 
his.statement that he had wired the presi- 
dent of the American Protective Associa- 
tion, and that its organizers were now on 
the way to this city. He said he was ready 
to take the names of any who wanted to 
join that organization and send them in. 

Many expressed themselves as willing 
to join at once. During his lecture he went 
for Editor Stovall, of The Press, though he 
did not call his name, Slattery was talking 
about Catholic rites under which he said 
the priest takes thé~soumg child and by 
blowing with his breath, blows tHe devil 
out of it. Slattery had not taken kindly to 
the criticisms in The Press and he said 
Father Cafferty should take its editor and 
blow the devil out of him. 

His crowd was a quiet one and 
peculiar in its nature. No crowd 
just like it has ever been seen_in this city 
before. 

It was composed, so to speak, of all ele- 
ments. Some were there out of curiosity, 
it is true, but many showed themselves his 
sympathizers by the liberal applause and 
cheering which he was given. He took ad- 
vantage of the golden opportunity at, the 
conclusion of his Jecture to sell a large 
amount of his literature on the line of his 
lectures. He has received several very flat- 
tring offers, Gue to his extensive adver- 
tisement, to go on lecturing tours, but 
has accepted none of them. 

Siattery is loud in his praises of Mayor 
Myers for his efforts in putting down the 
mob, and seems to regard it as having 
been done especially on his account, rather 
than to show that the mayer was not going 
to allow the city to be ruled by a mob. 

This was what prompted Mayor Myers’s 
action. Slattery had been given permis- 
sion to lecture, and the mayor was simply 
determined that there should be no dis- 
order or mob law. 

Mrs. Slattery’s Lecture. 

Mrs. Slattery’s lecture this afternoon was 
attended by about 500 ladies. One of them 
said her story was a harrowing tale of the 
experiences of nuns, and was extremely 
Vile and obscene. She said the damage it 
would do would not be removed long after 
the death of the woman who made the 
statements. 

Slattery and his wife, when they leave 
here, will go to Atlanta, so he announced 
tonight. He says he will deliver a series 
of lectures there. He does not know how 
he will be received there, but believes he 
will be taken care of and’ protected. 

The parties before the recorder this morn- 
ing on charges of rioting were: James 
McBride, Jr., son of the famous leader of 
the old fort ‘400;"" Thomas Hogan, John 
Duffy and Florence Sullivan. The three 
first were shown to have been leaders in 
parts of Tuesday night’s disturbance, and 
they were sentenced to thirty days each in 
jail. Sullivan was fined $10 and costs. 

J. W. Foughner, Ed Morrissy, A. B. Fitz- 
patrick, J. Fitzpatrick, Battie Winters and 
Vl. J. Houlihan were arrested today and 
charges of rioting were preferred. They 
have all been released on bond, and will 
appear before the recorder tomorrow morn- 
ing. A man nained Eagan was arrested 
fonight for shouting, ‘There goes the flan- 
nel mouthed mick,” as Slattery passed, un- 
der police escort, on the way to the hail. 
Thomas Lynch was standing around the 
Pulaski house in a defiant manner 
tonight cursing the Catholics. He had a 
pistol in his pocket, but it was not con- 
cealed. Officer Scully, who is a Catholic, 
did not want to arrest him, and so he 
requested him to leave and go home. 
Lynch walked off about a block and fired 
his pistol in the air. He was arrested at 
Midnight by Policeman Downing and sent 
to the barracks. 
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To Consider What to Do.

The Murderer of Old Man Leigh Carried 
to Fairburn Yesterday. 


HIS PARTING WITH THE PRISONERS 


Sheriff Camp Regrets That HeIs Forced 
to Bethe Hangman, for He Knew the 
Negroand Liked Him Well. 


“I will step on the gallows without fear. 
If I could, I wouldn’t stop the trigger that 
will end my life and I will be glad when 
I feel the black cap fitted over by eyes,” 
' This was the final expression of Joe Dean, 
the murderer of old man Leigh, of Campbell 
county, as the Atlanta and West Point 
train pulled from the carshed yesterday 
afternoon at 5:30 o’clock. 

He was seated beside Sheriff Camp and 
looked from the coach window seemingly 
much interested In the busy throng that 
made its way through the depot and about 
the streets. 

The sheriff came for Dean at 2 o’clock and 
went at once to the jail accompanied by A, 
J. Luck, J. W. Rivers and C, L. Camp, who 
came as a guard. 

When the sheriff arrived Dean, surrounded 
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JOE DEAN. 


by a crowd of prisoners, was alternately 
singing and praying. For the first time, 
yesterday, the negro seemed to realize that 
he was to die, He has always heretofore 
Seemed cheerful and smiled as he taiked 
of the preparations for the hanging, His 
indifferent manner was due entirely to the 
religious convictions which he claims to 
have had since he was brought over to the 
jail, Yesterday morning he gave way en- 
tirely to his emotions, and while services 
were being held with him, fell on the floor 
of the cell and wept HkKe a child. It was 
a surprise to Dean when he was informed 
by the sheriff that he would be carried to 
Fairburn in the afternoon. 

‘I was hopin’ that you was goin’ to keep 
me with you, Mr. Mardis, till in the morn. 
ing,” said the negro after he had shaken 
hands with the sheriff. 

“T thought it was best to take you down 
this afternoon, Joe,’’ replied the oflicer in 
a sympathetic voice. “I thought it would 
be better to leave today as we would have 
to get up so early tomorrow morning, How 
are you feeling, Joe?’ 

“I’m feeling all right, sir. I'm\mighty glaa 
to see you again, but i’m sorry that you'll 
have to swing me up tomorrow morning. } 
was a hopin’ that somebody else would dy 
2." 

“I'm sorry, too, Joe, I don’t know any- 
thing in my life that 1 regret more, but 
we'll have to be brave and bear it, hv 
matter how hard it is,” 

tie Worked for the Sheriff. 

“The negro was on my place for a long 
time,’’ said the sheriff, ‘“‘He has worked for 
me many a day and when he was a boy 
his mother occupied a cabin on my place. 
I always considered him one of the best 
natured and most inoffensive darkies I ever 
knew, He was always polite and was such 
an unusual negro that some of the peopie 
helped him out and sent him to school. 
The night before he killed Mr. Leigh he 
came to 'my house and said that he wanted 
something to eat, My wife gave him a sup- 
per and he left, The next I heard from him 
was that he had Knocked old man Leigh 
in the head and cut his throat. 

“mnowing the negro as I do I hate to 
hang him, During the twenty years that l 
have been sheriff of Campbell county this 
is the second man I have had to hang. The 
first .nan I did not know, and, therefore, 
didn’t feel just as I feel about this hang- 
ing. i wish that some other man had the 
job.” 

Telling the Prisoners Goodby. 

The murderer had only a short time after 
he was notified that he would be carried off 
in the afternoon to part with the rest of 
the prisoners, 

He has occupied the same cell with Adol- 
phus Duncan, sentenced also to hang, The 
negroes have been with each other for over 
three months, and when Duncan learned 
inat Dean was to go, he exhibited pitiful 
sights of grief, He clung to the man about 
the neck sobbing wildly and taiking inco- 
herently,. Dean was calm, 

‘Boys, donc grieve for me, All I says is 
for you all to be careful, I didn’t think I 
would ever do what 1 did, and I can’t see 
now how it was. The old devil got hold 
of me and I let him rule over me. That’s 
what you musn’t do, Fight satan off and 
when he comes tell him to get behind you. 
When I killed old man Leigh I didn’t know 
what I was doin’. I was worse than a 
crazy man, I had just let my feeling over- 
come me‘and they made me @m what the 
good Lord knows.”’ : 

His Goodby to Myers. 

Next to the cell of Dean, Will Myers has 
been confined. Through a small aperture 
in the top of the wall the prisoners have 
been in the Habit of speaking to one anoth- 
er, and talking over their cases. 

Myers was among the last with whom 
Dean shook hands, He showed great pity 
in his voice and manner for the condemned 
man, 

‘Goodbye, Joe, I wish you weill,’’ he said 
ee extending his hand through the 

ars. 

“Goodbye, Mister Will. De Lord bless 
you, an’ I’m gwine to pray that you come 
out all right before they nang me, You 
must pray for me.’’ There were tears in 
the eyes of Myers, He choked back a sob 
and turned away. 

A Crowd Before the Jail. 


Gathered about the jail buiiding was a 
large crowd which had followed the posse 
from the depot. it became known about 
the neighborhood that the murderer was to 
be taken out and all of the negroes around 
congregated, They stood before the front 
entrance of the jail singing and talking 
about the crime, 

“Mr. Mardis has been mighty kind to me. 
I never has had any trouble when he was 
around, and I asks that he @me down to- 
morrow.”’ 

The hands of the murderer were cuffed 
in front and heavy chains were put about 
his legs. 

Will Die at Noon. 

Promptly at noon today the trigger will 
be sprung. Everything is in readiness and 
the noose waits for the neck, The hang- 
ing will be private, but a number of persons 
from Atlanta who ‘have made special re- 
quests will leave this morning at 5:20 o'clock 
for the scene of the hanging, 

Sheriff Camp says the people from all ad- 
joining counties will be there. They have 
threatened to break down the enclosure 
just before the execution in order to wit- 
ress the death scene, but the officer de- 
clares that he will take all necessary pre- 
cautions and any attempt to stampede will 
be promptly checked. 

Dean will go to the gallows without the 
quiver of a nerve.

Two propositions to erect a city hall 
building were submitted to the committee, 
in addition to a proposition to sell the 
city a I6t for the erection of one on its 
own account. The latter proposition was 
one made by the East Atlanta Land Com- 
pany, who proposed to sell the city the 
large lot on Edgewood avenue now oc- 
cupied by the Seaboard Air-Line railroad 
freight depot and the Atlanta Consolidated 
Street Railroad Company’s carsheds. The 
lot is bounded by Edgewood avenue, Ivy 
street and Exchange place. The company 
did not name a price on the lot. The prop- 
osition was presented and argued by Cap- 
tain J. S. Dozier and Mr. Ernest Woodruff, 
representing the land company. 

The committee told the gentlemen that 
it was not likely that the city would be 
able to purchase a lot and build on its 
own account for several years to come, but 
Suggested that the proposition be made in 
amended form, setting a price on the land 
and naming exact terms, in the event that 
it should be decided to build independently. 

The Steele Proposition. 

The next proposition taken up was the 
one submitted by Messrs. Ansley and Steele 
several weeks ago. The proposition, as 
amended and submitted yesterday, was sub- 
stantially the same as was first made, it 
differing only in some minor details. 

Mr. Steele and Architect Morgan ex- 
plained the proposition and submitted plans 
and specifications for the building. The 
drawings were for a four-story building, 
and contained suggestions as to the location 
and arrangement of all the city offices and 
council chamber. The building was to be 
ready for occupancy by the city on March 
1, 1896, the date of the expiration of the 
present lease on the Chamber of Commerce 
building. 

‘‘We propose to build a city hall building 
composed of brick and granite,” said Mr. 
Steele, “the structure to be provided with 
fire-proof vaults for each separate office, 
and all modern conveniences of the latest 
pattern. The ground floor of the building 
will be devoted to the city offices and 
the second floor to a council chamber. We 
have made provision for an armory on the 
fourth floor, which will be 652x118 feet in 
dimensions, and supplied with every con- 
venience and accommodation for the mill- 
tary, such as meeting rooms, gun rooms, 
etc. We propose to lease the building to 
the city for five years, giving the city the 
privilege of purchasing it at any time 
during that time at an advance of 10 per 
cen? on the original cost of the property. 
The basis of the rental is to be 6-per cent 
on the entire cost of the property, which is 
approximated at about $150,000. We figure 
that the rental will be about the same as 
the city is now paying when the different 
consiZerations are averaged up.” 

Mr. Grant’s Proposition. 

Mr. John W. Grant proposed to erect a 
building on the corner of Hunter and Loyd 
street at a cost of about $70,000, the city 
to take a ten-year lease on it at an an- 
nual rental of $5,000 and 5 per cent interest 
on the amount invested over $40,000, the 
city, however, being required to make 
an investment in the building of $10,000 on 
account of the military armory feature 
of it. 

“IT propose to erect on the corner of 
Hunter and Loyd streets a city hall build- 
ing 85x100 feet, four stories and a base- 
ment, all to be fire proof throughout,” 
said Mr. Grant, “provided the city will 
enter into a lease agreement of the build- 
ing for a term of ten years at an annual 
rental of $5,000 and 5 per cent interest on 
the amount invested, not to exceed $20,000 
over $40,000, the original estimated cost of 
the building, provided further that the 
city will in addition pay $10,000, either in 
cash or during the present year, toward 
building the truss roof and making the 
necessary fire-proof partitions and so forth 
in the _building.’’ 

It was estimated that should the city 
accept either of the propositions that the 
rental would be from $6,000 to $9,000, it be- 
ing impossible to reach a definite amount 
by reason” of the considerations of tax 
exemptions, insurance, interest and other 
intricate stipulations of the propositions, 
the rental in both propositions being based 
on the cost of the building, which, of 
course, was not known. 

Action on the proposition was deferred 
until later.

Will Gause, Who Was with Him ip the 
Flim-Flamming, Work Goes Out on 
Bond— W hat Harry Says. 


The fiim-flamming tour of Harry Ray- 
mond brought him to a bunk in Fulton 
county jail last night. His companion, Will 
Gause, the young Atlanta fellow, was also 
committed and gave the bond of $100, which 
Was required by Judge Bloodworth when 
he had heard all the evidence. 

Harry, who tt has been learned by 
Chief Connolly, is an escape from the great 
reformatory of Elmira and whose real name 
is Louis Peterson, alias “The Kid,” came 
into the small courtroom smiling serenely. 
He wore an air of confident assurance. 

Goldberg, a Decatur street merchant, 
was the main witness. He told that the 
boys came into his store and called for

“What did I do? Oh, I learned a trade. 
They gave me # barber’s chair and I got 
on to the hair-clipping business as smooth 
as an icicle. I stood in with the ducks. All 
of them liked me and. what I asked for was 
mine dead easy. 

“T worked like a beaver and had the rep- 
utation of being a good boy. Regular every 
month a perfect record would be put against 
Me. 

“Brockway was a good fellow. I saw 
him every day and he never did run up 
against me. 

“T hung up at that joint long enough. It 
was nearly two years when I applied one 
day for a parole leave. It came just like 
all other things I asked for and the day I 
left the home the superintendent called me 
in, put a new suit of clothes on me and 
shoved a $10 bill in the vest pocket. That 
night I was out to my home in Watertown 
and I laid around there for over two 
rronths, when I decided to get out of the 
way. 

“I game south and went to New Orleans, 
where I have been ever since. Those peo. 
ple up there can’t get me back. I wish 
trey would take me if they would ict me 
out of this trouble I’m in now. 

“You see, it’s this way: when a fellow 
goes to Elmira every crime he has ever 
done is wiped out against him and he 
starts out tn life anew. 

“Now I’m no duffer and I wasn’t born 
yesterday, and I’ve got sense enough in 
this noggle to see that they can’t do any- 
thing with me im this case. 

“What I am not fn love with is this in- 
fernal hole of a jail. I had rather do any- 
thing and stay anywhere than be pinched 
in here for @ couple cf months.” 

Raymond says that he will make an effort 
to give bond and thinks Le will succeed.

Congressional Bribery Hinted At. 

There appears in a recent issue of 
The New York Post an editorial which 
can only be interpreted as a call to the 
wholesale bribery of the members-elect 
to the next congress.

It is to be regretted that the first ef- 
fort at paving jstreets with vitrified 
brick, should have given dissatisfaction 
to the people interested. 

The need of streets so paved as to 
make smooth drives has been greatly 
felt in Atlanta. Peachtree made the 
first innovation by the use of asphalt. 
Then came Pryor, which called for vitri- 
fied brick, and now that the work is 
about completed, the citizens thereon 
express deep dissatisfaction. 

They point out the fact that the first

rest of the street is but poorly laid, and 
that the use of the “T” rail keeps the 
bricks next them continually turned up.

The expenditure of $40,000 is 
too big a sum not to have to show for it 
work of which the city may be proud.

A Fortune in Sight. 

lu these days wien the want of mon- 
ey is so Keenly felt, it must be embar- 
rassing to have a fortune in sight and 
yet be unable to touch it. 

Such is the fate of two young men 
now in New York city. Their father, 
William Goettel, who was an Austrian, 
came to this country many years ago, 
and amassed a large fortune. In his 
old age he lived alternately in New 
York, Zurich and Vienna. He died 
in an Austrian village, and in his pocket 
was found his will, by which he divided 
his property between his wife and two 
sons. The will, having but two signa- 
tures, instead of three, failed of recog- 
nition in the Austrian courts, and as 
the heirs were foreigners. they could 
not touch the ‘property located in Aus- 
tria without an established will. 

The executors found over $100,000 in 
the state of New York, and now they 
have come over here to see what they 
cau do about that. If they get the New 
York courts to recognize the will, and 
thus gain the American estate, what 
influence will that have on the Austrian 
end of the litigation? 

While the courts are thus trying. to 
legalize the status of the heirs they can- 
not touch a penny of the estate that be- 
longs to them. 


The Cuban Situation. 

The periodical rising in Cuba, which 
has just been suppressed, is of no im- 
portance save as suggesting the fact 
that some day Spanish rule must give 
way to American occupation. 

Of late years the Spanish government 
has realized the fact that its tenure of 
Cuba was limited, and that the best 
would have to be made of it. Accord- 
ingly every possible item of expendi- 
ture that could be charged up against 
Cuba was so recorded, and the singular 
spectacle is today presented of a small 
colony, without organized existence, 
carrying a public debt of $135,000,000, 
or a Jarger sum than that owed by many 
wealthy and independent nations. Of 
course, this debt was so placed that in 
the event of negotiations for annexation 
to the United States, the Spanish gov- 
ernment might be able to pocket that 
large amount, in addition to the price 
that would be paid for surrender. 

After having governed the island 
through the iron heel of military rule 
it was only a few days ago that the Span- 
ish government granted to Cuba a mod- 
ified form of home rule. The principal 
feature of the new plan is the establish- 
ment of a council of administration, com- 
posed of thirty members. Fifteen are 
to be appointed on royal nomination, 
and fifteen elected by the voters who 
elect deputies to the cortes—the latter, 
however, must have stringent property 
and educational qualifications. Within 
the control of this council are to be 
placed many important matters of local 
government—public works, the posts 
and telegraphs, laws respecting agricul- 
ture and commerce, public instruction 
and hygiene. These powers are, to a 
great extent, nullified by the provision 
that the captain general may annul any 
act which he “may deem contrary to 
the laws or to the general interest of 
the nation.” This obstacle may be over- 
come, however, by dropping a pretty 
good bonus into the averted hand of 
that individual, whose main idea is to 
return to Spain richer than he left if. 

All this will be of no avail, however, 
for the fact remains:.and will remain, 
that the United States is the almost ex- 
clusive market for Cuban products. 
There is no way for the Cuban to climb 
over the American tariff wall, save by 
annexation, and reciprocity demands 
that if we buy liberally from Cuba, that 
Cuba should buy with equal liberality 
from us. The economic policy of Spain 
is to force Cuba to buy from the mother 
country, rather than from the neighbor 
who fills her coffers. ; 

The peace of the continent, the dig- 
nity of American statesmanship, the 
safety of our Ajlantic and gulf coast 


cities, all demand that no European na- 
tion should be entrenched so closely to 
our shores. The rounding out and the 
integrity of American coast defenses 
will never be complete without posses- 
sion of Cuba, Our coast cities must be 
freed from the broils of Cuban con- 
spirators, which will be kept up as long 
as the island is under Spanish rule. 

There is only one way to solve the 
Cuban question, and the sooner it is 
done the better.

THE GOLD BOND BUSINESS. 


Butler Herald: We say the “nation’s 
honor’ is as much bound to protect the 
rights of the people ag it is to protect the 
rights of its creditors. We say that there 
is not scintilla of proof to show that 
the “nation’s honor’ is bound to pay the 
bonds of the nation in gold. The men who 
bought them have been sharp enough to 
@amass niyillions of wealth. They know 
that the bonds which they bought (at a 
discount) were payable not in gold, but 
coin—in either gold or silver at the na- 
tion’ option. These millionaires knew 
this, and the very fact that they have 
more than once appealed to congress to 
make their bonds payable in gold is proof 
that they did know that the bonds were not 
payable in gold. A large portion of the 
bonds now __outstanding have been issued 
in renewal of the bonds first issued, and 
the large discount at which the first bonds 
were sold would fully offset any difference 
between gold and silver. Besides when the 
bonds were issued our mints were open 
to both gold and silver and that was 
notice that our government would pay them 
in gold or silver at ite option. As to the 
bonds which have been issued not in re- 
newal of the first bonds, we say they have 
all been issued since congress refused to 
make them payable in gold, and hence 
the purchasers of these bonds took them 
with their eyes open and have no right to 
claim that they ought to be paid in gold. 

Carrol Free Press: The evil effects of 
the gold standard are not confined to this 
country. Other gold standard countries, 
whose people are suffering from its blight 
are beginning to awake to its evils an 
are moving in favor of bimetallism.

From Dr. Hawthorne. 

Atlanta, Ga., February 28.—Editor Con- 
stitution: Is there not an unmistakable 
significance in the fact that a national 
convention of women at Washington city, 
made up substantially of the same ma- 
terial that constituted the recent woman’s 
suffrage convention in this city, devoted a 
day to the glorification of a dead negro 
who had been the chief apostle of the in- 
famous doctrine of miscegenation? Does 
not this notable event forewarn the wo- 
men of this country of the terrible vortex 
to which these feminine eulogists would 
lead them? Do not the utterances of 
Susan B. Anthony and Rev. Anna Shaw 
on that occasion, taken in connection with 
similar deliverances of certain megro ora- 
tors in a recent meeting in this city, in- 
dicate very clearly that miscegenation 
is a living issue in the politics of this na- 
tion, and that at a very early date it will 
be inserted in the platform of the women 
suffragists? Is it nog time for the manly 
men and the womanly women of our land 
to anathematize this mischief-breeding 
woman’s rights craze? 

There is nothing that will match the 
midnight wail of the screech owl but the 
poetry of some cadaverous, impecunious 
bard, when he echoes the miseries of a 
woman who wants to wear her husbeand’s 
clothes. I suppose that these doleful 
songsters will now invoke the muses in an 
effort to bemoan the wrongs of a man 
who wanted every black man to have a 
white wife, and every white woman to 
have a black husband. 

No man has the prophetic gift to see the 
hurtful and shameful complications in 
which a woman will involve herself when 
she assumes to be wiser than the God 
of the Bible. Who can predict the ulti- 
mate absurdities into which this peripatetic 
woman’s rights menagerie, headed by 
Susan B. Anthony, will drift? 

I cannot believe that the self-respecting 
women of Georgia will turn away from 
such eounselors as Miss Helen Howard 
Gatewood and the noble wife of our noble 
governor to follow the footsteps of women 
who belaud a negro for marrying a white 
wife.

Father Kelley on Bishop Becker's 
Trip. 


Editor Constitution—Will you permit me 
to correct a few of the misstatements which 
occur in an article appearing in yesterday's 
Constitution under the heading, “Called to 
Rome,” 

Bishop Becker has gone to Rome simply 
and solely because every bishop in the 
United States is bound by law to visit Rome 
and render an account of his diocese every 
ten years. The bishop has been to Rome 
before while he was bishop of Wilmington, 
Del. It is not the opinion of a large number 
of the clergy that a new province will be 
created out of the province of Baltimore, 
Even if this was contemplated no new 
diocese could be created in Georgia. 

Bishop Becker is not, and never was, 4 
rival to the cardinal. I am honored by the 
intimate friendship of both these gentiemen 
and I know whereof I speak. 

Bishop Becker did not become a Catholic 
in Rome. He was received into the church 
by Rev, Joseph Plunkett at Martinsburg, 
who died while pastor of Portsmouth, Va. 
Bishop Becker did not attend the vatican 
council, because only recently appointed and 
to a new diocese he did not wish to leave 
his work, He did not have charge of the re- 
ligious services—whatever that may mean— 
in Baltimore during the absence of Arch- 
bishop Spalding, but gladly officiated once 
or twice in those cases where the services 
of a bishop were required. 

Bishop Gibbons was not in Richmond as- 
sisting Bishop McGill when Archbishop 
Spalding died, Bishop Gibbons was sent to 
Richmond as successor to Bishop McGill 
after the latter’s death. It was at the sug- 

estion of Bishop Becker that Bishop Gib- 
Sone was transferred to Richmond as locum 
tenens until a successor was selected, The 
fact of Rev. Fr. Henchy leaving the Jesuits 
and entering the secular priesthood did not 
cause, occasion or precipitate a trouble be- 
tween Bishop Becker and the Jesuits. There 
was a question between Bishop Becker 
and the Jesuits which was referred to Rome 
and decided by the propaganda, and Father 
Henchy had nothing to do with it. 

Having had no war, Bishop Becker did 
not have to make peace with the Jesuits, 
whom he always esteemed highly, as all 
right thinking and unprejudiced men do.

“There is one subject on which I do not 
hesitate to express an unqualified opinion— 
one need Of the state that should be met 
promptly,” remarked Dr. Frederick Hunter, 
of Washington, who was registered at the 
Kimball yesterday, “‘and that is the need 
of dormitory facilities out at the School of 
Technology. I have had two of my boys 
there and am pretty well informed asto the 
needs of the school in this respect, The 
institution is essentially one for the poor 
boys of the state and yet they are the very 
ones who will not get the advantages of it 
unless they are able to secure board at the 
lowest possible rate, The state could not 
make a better investment than to build a 
large dormitory out there. The school is un- 
doubtedly doing the best of work, Without 
reflecting at all on any of the others, it is 
my 6pinion that it is doing more practical 
good than any of the other educational in- 
stitutions of the state, unless it be that of 
the Girls’ Normal and Industrial school at 
Milledgeville. Both of these institutions are 
on the right line. They are reaching 4 
class of boys and girls who are the material 
of which the best men and women of the 
future are to come. For the most part, these 
are the children of people of small means 
and it is essential in order to do its best 
work the school should secure to these 
board at the lowest possible rate. I under- 
stand that there is to some extent the same 
need at Milledgeville, though it cannot be 
as great, because while that institution has 
a dormitory, inadequate though it may be, 
this School of Technology has none at all, 1 
hope the members of the legislature will 
recognize this need and will soon provide 
for such an addition.” 


“It is very funny to one who knows any- 
thing about the situation,”’ said a prominent 
politician, whoge home is in one of the

“Is much money being invested in fruit 
properties these days?’ 

“Yes; @ great deal. We have, as you 
know, at Fort Valley, a great deal of 
western money invested, and scarcely a 
week passes without bringing visitors who 
are prospecting. The chances for profit 
in this industry are great. The Fort Val- 
ley region has demonstrated that it is, per- 
haps, the best peach country on-the face 
of the earth, and, if things go our way 
this year, we will have peaches in quality 
unequaled, and in sufficient quantity to 
bring a good deal of money to Georgia.’’ 

“I suppose every man is inclined to be- 
lieve that his home is the best Place on 
earth—that is, if he is prosperous,” said 
Senator Long, who represents the thirtieth 
senatorial district in the present upper 
house, “but nobody could be more strongly 
convinced than we people in Elbert that 
that is the garden spot of the earth. We 
are down here,” he continued, “to confer 
with the state exposition commission about 
the exhibit which we propose to make in 
the state building.

A GUNNING STROKE 


The Seabord Air-Lins Wade in Attacking 
the Proposed Boycott. 


EX-GOVERNOR BULLOGK’S VIEWS GIVEN 


He Saysthe State Always Held That the 
Lessee ofthe W.& A. Should Not Dis- 
criminate Against Any Railroad. 


The Seaboard Air-Line seems to be play- 
ing winning cards in the little game of boy- 
cett wecently started by the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Association. 

Not for a long time has there been so 
Shrewd a bit of litigation instituted in the 
local courts as that by which the Sea- 
board seeKs to put a stop to the boycott 
of the associated roads of the south. 

The fight is made against but one of the 
associated roads, the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis, and the Seaboard does 
not put itself in the attitude of taking any 
consideration of the association at all, the 
injunction restraining the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis from the boycott 
being based upon the plea that the contract 
for traflic arrangements between these two 
roads will be violated if the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis engages in the 
boycott of the association. 

It is well remembered what trouble the 
Seaboard Air-Line had in gaining entrance 
to the city and the connecting facilities of 
the roads already established here. 

It is known that the first survey was 
to have brought the road into the city 
Over the right of way of the Georgia rail- 
road, but that it was prevented from carry- 
ing out this scheme by an injunction gain- 
ed by the Georgia railroad in the courts. 

Then it was that the Seaboard went to 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
to make terms for the privilege of using its 
terminal facilities here. Such arrangements 
were made and the Seaboard built a belt 
line around the entire city, at a very great 
cost, tapping the terminals of the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis near the 
Van Winkle gin and machine shops two or 
three miles from the union passenger depot. 
In the contract with the Seaboard Air-Line 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
agreed that it would any 
circumstances grant the Seaboard as ad- 


always under 


vantageous and beneficial rates in traffic 
relations as it would any other railroad. 

It is easy to see that if the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis entered the 
boycott against the Seaboard at the in- 
Stance of the Southern Railway and Steam- 
Ship Association it- would violate the con- 
tract it has with the Seaboard, 

It was a great play on the part of the 
Seaboard to ignore the association and 
bring suit against the Nashvil!2, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis. The direat contract 
With this road enabied the Seaboard to 
get a hold on the association indirectly, 
that it might have never gained otherwise. 
It is making no fight on the association, 
but, if successful in its fight against the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and Louis, it 
will easily whip out the boycott, for, if 
aoperament injunction can be _ gained 
against One line, of course, the other lines 
or ssoctation will not suffer by re- 
fusing traffic treaties with the Seaboard. 
If they were to do so, they would be stand- 
ing in their own licht, while the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and st. Louis walked off with 
a great deal of business gained by its re- 
lations with the Seaboard. The injunction 
would thus prove a blessing in disguise to 
the Nashville, Chattanocga and St. Louis. 

A Sensational Feature. 

The sensational feature of the injunction 
prayed for by the Seaboard is the fact that 
is brought out when it is shown that thf 
act of the Georgia legislature, in accord- 
ance with which the Western and Atlantic 
was leased to the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis, positively stipulates that 
the lessee shall at all times grant to each 
and every railroad the same favors in the 
matter of trafiic dealings that it grants 
to all other lines, and that there shall 
never be any discrimination against any 
one line or in favor of any combination of 

ailways. 
i ise light of this requirement in the 
lease of the Western and Atlantic it is easy 
to see that the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis, as lessee, cannot ever enter @ 
boycott against any railroad, 

~x-Governor Bullock is, perhaps, better 
acquainted with the origin of this require- 
ment in the lease act than any one else, 
the original lease act having been shaped 
under his direction, 

it is interesting to know that ex-Govern- 
or Bullock gives it as his opinion that if 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St, Louis, 
as lessee of the Western and Atlantic, 
should ever engage in a boycot® against 
any railroad at is connecting points, the 
state of Georgia, under the terms of the 
lease, could cause the lessee to forfeit all 
ciaim to the property. 

What Ex-Governor Bullock Says. 

Speaking along this line toa Constitution 
representative ex-Governor Bullock said 
yesterday, in reply to a query: 

“Yes, I have read the report of King & 
Spauiding’s application and Judge Lump- 
kins’ action on the so-called boycott, Il 
think the point is well taken and will be 
sustained on final hearing. 

“The clause in the original lease of the 
State road, made now a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago, was inserted by me, requiring 
the line kept open on equal terms ito all 
other roads at connecting points, The same 
feature seems to be in the present lease, 
and any refusal by the lessees to recognize 
it would be good cause for the state to 
vacate the lease. 

“Wrom the earliest days of railroads in 
the state it has been our policy to encour- 
age their conctruction, The building of the 
Georgia road from Augusta to Athens and 
Atlanta was induced by the state and given 
to it in the autnority to issue bank notes 
on a liberal basis against the value of the 
railroad property, ‘The same was true as 
to the railroad from Savannah to Macon, 
and as to the road from Macon to Atlanta. 

“In those days private capital was un- 
willing to risk the venture of building a 
railroad over and through mountains to 
Tennessee, even with the liberal aid of a 
bank of issue charter. 

“To meet this condition and give an 
outlet and a western connection for her 
new roads the good old state, by a direct 
use of her cash and credit, built the line 
through and over the mountains @o Ten- 
nessee, which is now the Western and At- 
lantic railroad, Having made this fine 
record ag to a liberal public polzy it is 
-qguite unlikely that she will now permit any 
corporation to so manage it as to bar out 
any other line seeking traffic facilities for 
the benefit of our people, Georgia has al- 
ways been wide awake to the best interest 
of her people in aiding them with works of 
great public improvement to be impartially 
administered for their benefit, and she will 
never permit unjust discriminations, es- 
pecially in the use of her own property.” 

What Will Be Done. 

The temporary injunction against the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis is to 
hold until the 9th instant, at which time 
the plaintiff is to appear and show cause 
why the injunction should not be lasting. 

This, the lst of March, was the day set 
apart for the boycott to take effect, 

What is to be the outcome since matters 
have taken the latest turn is the interesting 


question.

And Manager Knowles Is Still On 
the Hunt, 


FRED PFEFFER’S §=PETITION READ 


He Is Fined $500 and Allowed to Play 
with Louisville This Season. 
Appointment of Umpires.

Manager Knowles had an informal talk 
with the members of the local board yéster- 
day, and outlined to them akeup of 
his team so far as it has been secured. 

He has not, by any means completed 
his work yet but he has acaieeraal several 
good men, and the next few days will, in 
all probability, find his team practically 
complete. % 

“Just at present,”’ said he last /evening, 
“I am endeavoring to secure two reliable, 
Substantial pitchers, and a couple of hard- 
hitting outfielders. We will have several 
young pitchers for trial, as these days the 
best reguits many times (are attained 
through developing youngsters in the pi.cn- 
ing department. Of the men that have 
been signed, I have every reason to expect 
tne best results. Archie Wilson is an East- 
ern League catcher who is an all-round, 
Splendid man. He has done excellent work, 
is a good hitter and thrower a heaay 
catcher and a man who is able to stand 
any amount of punishment and work. He 
will be assisted in the catching department 
by Frank Armstrong, familiarly known as 
‘Reddy,’ who played with Charleston in 
this league, and afterwards, I believe, was 
with Lotisvilie, 

“We have five infielders including myself. 
The others are Thomas Delehanty, a 
brother of the famous Philadelphia player, 
who was badly wanted by Manager Morton 
in the Kastern League, by several Western 
League clubs as well as By two or three 
Clubs in the Southern League. He is a sec- 
ond baseman, but can play any infield place 
and is said to be a fast youngster with 
food hitting qualities. Then Al Marshall 
of this city, whom I am lead to believe is 
a very promising ball player, has been sign- 
ed. You probably know more about him 
than I do, but I know that a good many 
people have spoken to me about his abili- 
ty, and 1 am lead to believe that he is a@ 
gcod man. In Leo Smith I believe I have 
the best shortstop in the league. I do not 
Want to appear in the attitude of doing 
any bragging, but I know this man, have 
seen him play for several years, and know 
that he is regarded as one of the best in- 
fielders in the Eastern League.

CAPTAIN CODY DEAD. 


Warrenton’s Brave Ex-Marshal Passes 
Over the River. 


Captain Ed 8. Cody, a popular and well 
known citizen of Warrenton, died at the 
residence of Mr, J. H. Milner. on Mark- 
ham street, yesterday afternoon at 1 
o’clock.

MAY VOTE ON BONDS. 


The Sentiment in Favor of Improvement 
Bonds Apparently Stronger. 


THE FINANCE COMMITTEE MEETS 


Mr, Inman Explains His Position on the 
Question—The Matter Was Allowed 
to Go Over fora Week. 


The finance committee of council is con- 
sidering the advisability of issuing public 
improvement bonds to tide over the present 
financial depression of the city, and carry 
out a number of projected public improve- 
ments which have lately become the subject 
of much discussion by the people of the 
city.

not be successfully accomplished, a number | 


of members of the council having express- 
ed a doubt on the possibility of getting out 
a sufficient number of voters to make the 
bonds legal. When the committee met yes- 
terday afternoon the’matter was brought 
up and a long discussion on it foilowed, 
which finally resulted in the committee 
reachirg a general understanding that the 
question would be looked into and acted on 
at a later meeting. : 

‘the obstacle on the question of issuing 
bonds which has been considered insur- 
mcuntable, is the one of securing a suffi- 
ciency of votes in their favor by the people, 
two-thirds of the registered voters being re- 
quired, and the commiitee considered the 
matter with that contention in view at 
every point. ’ : 

The needed public improvements which 
seemed to the committee to warrant the 
step of issuing bonds being taken, was the 
desire of the people to have the Boys’ High 
chool building completed and the work of 
laying water mains and building sewers 
carried on. It was argued before the com- 
mittee as being the opinion of the water- 
works commissioners that if the bonds 


were issued in the sum of $100,000 to run- 


thirty years at 4 per cent $40,000 of that 
amount invested in new water mains would 
bring in sufficient revenue to pay the in- 
terest on the entire $100,000, thus giving 
the city the use of $60,000 to be expended 
for other purposes, such as completing the 
Boys’ High school building at a cost of $35,- 


| 000 and laying main sewers to the amount 


Of $25,000. 

Those propositions were the main points 
of the discussion and on them the argument 
for the bonds will rest. 

Mr. Hugh Inman, chairman of the finance 
committee, who expressed a doubt on the 
advisability of issuing the bonds shortly 
after the introduction of the resolution im 
the council, for the reason that he feared 
the people would not legalize the bonds 


by their votes, thus putting the city to the 


expense of an election, said after the 
meeting yesterday that if the proposition 
received the sanction of the people gener- 
ally, and if there was a good prospect of 


the bonds being authorized at an election, | 


he would favor their issuance.

There 
was one brief spell of rest, during the sum- 
mer months, and then the work was re- 
hewed with greater good, Entertainments 
Were given. Balls serve@ as a source of 
money-making. and a flower show was one 
of the features through which liberal con- 
tributions were secured. The woman's

A Talk with Mrs. Joseph Thompson. 

Mrs. Joseph Thompson, who is president 
of the woman’s department, is a woman of 
striking personality. She is a woman of great 
culture and refinement and possesses an 
indomitable will. She is probably the hard- 
est worker among all the women, and de- 
votes her time unstintedly to the exposition 
work, She has a marvelous aptitude for 
business and attends to all her correspond- 
ence with a regularity and punctuality that 
would be surprising in any woman. She ts 
never at a loss in questions that arise before 
the board meetings, and her advice is lis- 
tened to carefully and ts given much 
weight. 

When presiding, Mrs, Thompson.is ex- 
ceedingly strict, and is an extreme advocate 
of “business before. talk.” Not only does 
she possess these business-like qualities, 
but she is also a woman of rare beauty. 
In tastes, she is decidedly literary, though 
at present her exposition work claims all 
of her attention, Mrs. Thompson tells of 
the woman's department and her presidency 
in a delightful manner. 

“Tell The Constitution something about 
yourself,” the representative of The Con- 
stiiution asked Mrs. Thompson.

me. I was notified by telegram and my 
first impulse was to decline it: not that I 
was not thoroughly in sympathy with the 
movement, but that I had no experience 
and no conception of what would be re- 
quired: of me. I could not see how an un- 
tried woman could assume such a respon- 
sibility without preparation, but I finally 
concluded to accept the position and did 
so. 

“I had engaged a stateroom for a long 
deferred trip to Europe and was ready to 
postpone the journey, but the energetic 
women of the board were unwilling to de- 
prive me of the pleasure. I returned to 
find that valuable work had been done in 
my absence. The ways and means com- 
mittee, under the guidance of Mrs. Hugh 
Hagan, had been active and had achieved 
in actual results a valuable beginning. 

“We started out under this difficulty: 
When our board was organized and com- 
menced to struggle for life, we found that 
every man of means in Atlanta had pre- 
viously teen appealed to to subscribe to 
the exposition fund and had done so. It 
was exceeding reasonable bounds for us 
to call on them again. We were, there- 
fore, put upon our own resources to secure 
the amount of muney aeeded. 

“We qdonferred with the officials and 
were told that if we would raise $5,000 the 
exposition would appropriate $10,000 to our 
building. Our first step was the Drew 
benefit. This venture netted us $500. Then 
followed a series of successful entertain- 
ments, every one of which stood upon its 
own merits, and all of which were success- 
ful. Card parties, floral displays, paper 
balls, bazaars, and the woman’s Journal 
were among the enterprises which we un- 
dertook and carried to a successful issue. 
The result of all our activity is $15,000 in 
cash—three times the amount required to 
receive the $10,000 appropriation. In all we 
have $25,000. 

“Our financial suage’z, however, has not 
given me the gratification that I have de- 
rived from the work of the committees. 
They have given their time and effort with 
a loyalty and devotion that suggests, after 
all, the mainspring of what is known in 
the world of success as the ‘Atlanta spirit.’ 
Men have no monopoly of this spirit, I 
assure you. Consider 
under which they went to work, the fact 
that already every public spirited Atlantian 
had subscribed to the full limit of his 
means, that we were in .the midst of a 
discouraging financial era and that the 
world’s fair at Chicago had just closed— 
take these things into consideration, note 
what has been achieved by the women, 
and you will have a fair idea of the ob- 
stacles they have had to overcome. 

“It is our desire to present to the world 
at Atlanta’s exposition an epitome of what 
woman has done in every department of 
thought and invention. The women who 
toil day by day, the women who are slaves 
to menial occupations, may here get a 
glimpse of higher possibilities, may here 
see the prophecy of emancipation. New 
avenues of employment will be suggested; 
women may see what women are doing, 
and every woman who visits the exposition 
may get the benefit of that advancement, 
which is the characterizing sign of the 
ave. To help women in this way—this is 
the end and aim of the woman’s depart- 
ment. We wish to give them practical 
demonstration of what can be accomplished 
in woman's sphere.” 

“We have everything ready, too, for the 
beginning of our building, and Miss 
Mercur will be here next week to 
confer with us regarding it. Our de- 
partment has simply outgrown itself. 
We have added committee after committee 
until its scope has made it a miniature ex- 
position, I am astonished every day at the 
development of woman as indicated through 
the applications for space or the work of 
the committees. 

“In fact, more space is needed, This want 
is becoming a serious consideration with 
us. I am heartily in favor of an annex 
and I believe that we shall be forced to 
build one in order that we may accommo- 
date the exhibits from the various states. 
Every committee has done superb work, and 
all deserve every bit of the credit that can 
be given them, I knew that the women 
could dé wonders with their untiring ep- 
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ergy, their devotion to the exposition work 


and their unflagging zeal surprised me, The 
women have surpassed themselves in the 
work they have accomplished.” 

Mrs, Thompson is enthusiastic over the 
idea of an annex and it is very likely that 
there will be such a building at the end 
of the woman’s building. 

Mrs, A, B, Steele, the secretary of the 
board; Mrs. A. E. Thornton, who has 
charge of the fiduciary interests; Mrs. W. 
H. Felton and Mrs. W. M. Dickson have 
all done wonderful work in organization 
and execution. 

Besides the various committees in the,city 
and state, there are committees all over the 
United States at work for the woman's de- 
partment, The most important committee is 
that presided over by Mrs. W. H. Felton, 
It is the executive committee and disposes 
of all the heavier work that comes up. 

The visiting board is quite a feature, 
Mrs. Glover Cleveland is chairman and Mrs. 
Potter Palmer is vice chairman. There are 
on this board such women as Mrs, H. N, 
Higginbotham, Lady Aberdeen, Mrs, Adlai 
Stevenson, Mrs, Roger A. Pryor, Mrs, Fran- 
cis Willard and Mrs. Fitzhugh Lee from 
states other than Georgia, and in Georgia 
there are Mrs. Hoke Smith, Mrs, Rufus 
Bullock, Mrs, E. P. Howell, Mrs. Charles 
F. Crisp and Mrs. H. W. Grady. 

Decorative and Applied Arts. 

Mrs. E. L. Tyler is chairman of the 
committee on decoration and applied arts 
and has succeeded in securing some in- 
teresting and valuable exhibits. The great- 
er portion of this committee’s work is 
fevoted to securing exhibitions of fine

tapestries and lace. Lady Aberdeen has 
taken a decided stand on this line and has 
advocated the beautifying of the school- 
rooms as one of the steps towards advo- 
cating the younger mind. She holds that 
it lends an attractiveness to the surround.

and feelings into almost certain har- 
mony. 

Fine Art, Senipture and Land Lonna. 

Splendid work has already been done by 
this committee, of which Mrs. W. M. 
Dickson is the energetic chairman. 

This committee has secured a **Raphael”’ 
and will have several other famous paint- 
ings which have been promised them. They 
will have Mrs. Cora Fragee’s copies of 
the “Helping Hand” and “Going to the 
Pasture,’’ which were taken from the orig- 
inals in the Corcoran art gallery. Then 
there are pictures of Miss Leiper’s, which 
took medals at the world’s fair. An appli- 
cation has also been put in for Miss Cor- 
nelia Fassetto’s picture in the capitol, and 
this will be-secured if possible. Miss Nor. 
ton’s wood carving of magnolias, which 
took the premium at the world’s fair, will 
be on exhibition through this committee. 
The case of miniatures in the Walters 
collection will probably be loaned to this 
committee. The Walters collection takes in 
the miniatures of many notable women. 

Hospitais anu Charities. 

Space for this committee has been given 
from the basement. There it will prove one 
of the most important exhibits of the 
entire exposition. Mrs. Nellie Peters Black 
is chairman of this committee and talks 
interestingly of the work done by her 
committee. 

“We will have,” said she, “an emergency 
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The Efficient Secretary of the Board of 
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hospital. If any one is dangerously hurt 
on the grounds he can be brought to the 
hospital until he is able to be moved to 
the Grady hospital. We will have a ward 
for men and another for women. There 
will also be a fine exhibition of surgi- 
cal instruments. 

“Another feature will be reports from all 
the charitable and philanthropic societies 
in the world. Then we expect to have 
a number of dolls dressed in the uniform 
of the different hospitals and placed on ex- 
hibition. We want to have one day set 
aside for a meeting of philanthopists from 
all over the world.” 

Committee on Children’s Department. 

The committee on children’s department 
is doing good work. Mrs. Joseph Hirsch is 
chairman of this committee and is active 
in the work concerning it. 

This department will be in the basement 
of the woman’s building and there will be 
a place where children may be kept when 
the mothers want to see the exposition 
without being worried by them. This will 
prove a feature. Then there will be a kin- 
dergarten, which will be in actual opera- 
tion upon certain days. Altogether this 
department will create a lot of interest, 

Mrs. W. L. Peel’s Committee. 


A committee that is preparing for one of | 


the most interesting exhibits of the entire 
woman's department is the colonial commit- 
tee, of which Mrs. W. L. Peel is the chair- 
man. This committee, under the leadership 
of Mrs. Peel, had done a world of work 
€¢nd is preparing an astonishingly interest- 
irg exhibit. 

“We intend to have a splendid exhibt,” 
said Mrs. Peel yesterday. ‘On the outside 
of the room, stationed at the door, we will 
have a guard dressed in the uniform of the 
colonial days. We will also have just out- 
side the door a desk made out of/ the cra- 
dle in which the first white cnild born in 
America was rocked to sleep. it is the cra- 
dle of Virginia Dare of North Carolina. 
This is a decidedly valuab!e relic 

‘There will be a lot of relics and a great 
number o? pictures. At the world’s fair the 
colonial exhibit there was fairly hidden 
away in the big building, and compara- 
tively few had a good opporiunity to see it. 
But we have a nice room and will have 
Some rare articles of the olden days on ex- 
hibition.”’ 

Professional Work of Women. 

An exhibit which promises to be one of 
rare interest as showing the development 
of women in professional branches, will be 
that which Mrs. W. A. Hemphill’s commit- 
tee is securing. Mrs. Hemphill’s committee 
is the committee on the professional work 
of women. There are several subconrmit- 
tees which are corresponding with women 
in the various professions. ‘Chere are law- 
yers, ministers, physicians, scientists, as- 
tronomers and botanists. Speaking of her 
committee Mrs. Hemphiil said: 

“If 1 succeed in bringing to Georgia 
some of the enthusiasm that is moving in 
the rest of the world regarding woman's 
work in professional fields, I shall be sat- 
isfied.’”’ 

Patents and Inventions. 

Mrs. W. D. Grant is chairman of the com- 
mittee on patents and inventions. It is the 
intention of this committee to have an ex- 
hibit which shall comprise ail the patents 
obtained by women and a@ sample of the in- 
vention. 

Mrs. Grant, the chairman, is taking a 
freat deal of interest in the work of this 
committee, and is now in Washington 
where she is securing from the patent de- 
partment niuch valuable assistance in her 
work. Mrs. Grant’s committee has met 
with much success. 

Committee on Women’s Congresses. 

Mr. Loulie M. Gordon is chairman of the 
comm-ttee on woman's congresses. She 
has arranged for a great gathering of rep- 
resentatives of the many woman's or- 
ganizations to be held during the exposition 
on October 18th and 19th. Foremost among 
these organizations is the Daughters of the 
Revolution. 

Mrs. Ohil’s Committee. 

Mrs. J. K. Ohl is chairman of the press 
committee. She is arranging to make it 
decidedly pleasant and comfortable for ail 
visiting newspaper women. She has secur- 
ed one Sf the handsomest rooms of the 
woman's building, and will have it artisti- 
cally fitted up. There will be desks and 
tabtes gaiore and delightfully cozy nooks 
and corners. All of the leading newspapers 
and megazines will be kept on file and a 
library of reference books will be a feat- 
ure. 

Two Hard Working Committees. 

Two committees that have had a great 
deal of work to do and that still have much 
more ahead, are the committees on recep- 
tion and entertainment and the ways and 
means committee. Mrs. Clarence knowles 
is chairman of the urst named committee 
and Mrs. Hugh Hagan of the second. 

This Committee Shurt on Space. 

“he library committ:e of which Mrs. 
Porter King is chairman, is composed of 
a& number of Atlanta’s brightest women.

MILITARY NEWS. 


Mr. Frank West Made Assistant Com- 
missary General 


AND 1S A LIEUTENANT COLONEL NOW 


Other Military Notes—That Harris County 
Troubie—The Other Side of It. 
Other Capital News. 


Several items of interest to the military 
of the state were given out by Assistant 
Adjutant General Satterlee yesterday. The 
most important of these was the appoint- 
ment of Mr. H. F. West, of Atlanta, as 
assistant commissary general, with the 
rank of Heutenant colonel. 

Atlanta has many strong young men who 
are rapidly forging to the front and who 
are already assuming the responsibilities 
of city and state, which must in a few 
years fall upon their shoulders, but among 
the number none are readier or better 
equipped for work of the future than Frank 
West, and his appointment of assistant 
commissary general of the state, with the 
rank of lieutenant colonel, is one highly 
appropriate. 

The appointment is the more highly ap- 
preciated because of the fact that he was 
not an applicant, but was highly endorsed 
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by Colonel C. E. Battle, of Columbus, Ga., 
the commissary general; Lieutenant C. B. 
Satterlee and other high officials of the 
State, on account of his peculiar fitness 
and capacity for its duties. 

Young Colonel West went through the 
schools of Atlanta at an early age, during 
which time he graduated in telegraphy and 
Was made operator in Alabama, and by 
his efficiency soon caught the sagacious 
eye of Mr. Cecil Gabbett, who was genera! 
manager of the Atlanta and West Point. 
and Was appointed by him agent at Au- 
burn which position, with those of ex- 
press agent and telegraph operator, he 
filled with eminent satisfactiong In a 
short time he was made train dispatcher 
for the Richmond and Daeville railroad, 
which brought him back home to Atlanta. 
Not wishing to engage permanently in the 
railroad business, he accepted a position 
with Messrs. 8. M. Inman & Co., and re- 
mained with them a number of years and 
received much fine training that naturally 
comes from a business connection with 
the unerring business heads of the Inmans. 
From the Inmans he became a partner 
with his father, Colonel A. J, West, in the 
real estate business, whose sales for a 
number of years averaged over a million 
dollars annualiy, 

Frank stands among the best business 
men of the city, and success has come to 
him through manly, business efforts, tem- 
pered with judgment, economy and close 
attention to business. He is identified with 
many of Atlanta’s most active enterprises 
and is a director in one of her most pros- 
perous banks. 

The Henderson-Ames Company, of Kala- 
mazoo, Mich. is making the uniforms for 
the members of the governor's staff. Ma- 
jor Calloway, the governor’s military sec- 
retary, has been acting for the members 
of the staff in the matter, and has secured 
very handsome uniforms for them. They 
will cost about $40 each. 

The governor has received the resigna- 
tion of Captain Owen T. Kennan, of the 
Macon Hussars. 

That Harris County Affair. 

Nothing more has been heard by the ex- 
ecutive department about the race troubles 
in Harris county, which seemed imminent 
some days ago. The matter was reported 
through an application for a reward for 
the apprehension of the persons responsible 
for some depredations, and the report was 
made by one of the most prominent men 
in the county, 

Yesterday J. C, Beall, one of the promi- 
nent colored men of that county, wrote to 
The Constitution denying that anything 
like a race war was imminent. “My peo- 
ple,”” he wrote, “are greatly in need of 
money, as well as are the white people, 
but as for any uprising on their part no 
such thovght ever entered their minds and 
I am sure that there is not a white man in 
Harris c#unty who really believes or fears 
any such thing. If there has been incen- 
diarism in Harris county I will say for my 
people, the good people of the race, that 
we will go as far as the Gordon Troop or 
any one to hunt down and punish the per- 
petrator of any such offense, and nine- 
tenths of the white people of Harris coun- 
ty will bear me out in the assertion.” 

He goes on to say that Captain Clarke 
has had his residence burned down before, 
but no uprising followed and the people 
are not expecting one this time. The col- 
ored people of Harris, he says, would aid 
the white people to suppress incendiarism 
or any other crime. “We have never had 
any trouble between the races in this coun- 
ty,” said he, “and I hope and pray we 
nevér will. Now, Mr. Editor,” he con- 
cludes, ‘“‘we have got some meat, corn and 
syrup. All we need is a little money to 
attend the great exposition, which means 
so much to our race, and that we think we 
can get by the time the show opens with- 
out any incendiarism.” 

“Fell in the Fire. 

Greensboro, N. C., February 28.—(Special.) 
Hanruh Jones, of this place, 
colored woman, fell in the fire in a fit 
last night. Beng alone, she was not dis. 
covered until this morning, when she was 
found burned to a crisp. She is still alive, 
but cannot live.
